Early voting in most Milwaukee 


precincts was fairly light. In sub 
urban Shorewood, where there wa 
a local referendum, 30 ballots hac 
been cast in one precinct by 
o'clock a. m., about twice as man> 
as normally. 


Madison reported light voting in 


the morning hours. Word from Ju 
neau county and Eau Claire anc 
Chippewa Falls told of a better re 
sponse. 
Bad Roads Factor 


Muddy roads and 
high 
water 


were expected to cut down the vote 
in some sections. Election officials 
met the high water emergency in 
Prairie du Chien by moving the 
Fourth ward polling booths. 


State and national issues 
held 


equal prominence after a campaign 
of oratory directed principally a 
Governor Philip F. LaFollette and 
Senator F. Ryan Duffy, who seeks 
reelection. 


A division of the Progressive 


party into right and left wing 
camps over the senatorial 
aspira- 


tions of Lieutenant Governor Her- 
man L. Ekern and Representative 
Thomas Amlie provided one side 
issue, and the attempt of former 
State Treasurer Robert K. Henry to 
win both the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic nominations for governor 
provided another. 


The "beat LaFollette" motif drew 


the principal attention. 


Henry's campaign brought from 


Mrs. Gertrude Bowler, of Sheboy- 
gan, former Democratic national

nored his single opponent, Glenn 
Turner of Madison, in the pre-pri- 
mary campaign. Turner, a Socialist, 
is a member of the Farmer-Labor- 
Progrcssivc Federation, which the 
governor never has joined.

Passenger Trains Crash 


On Siding in California 


Niland, Calif. —H>— Eleven per- 


sons were killed and more than 100 
injured, many critically today in the 
collison of two Southern Pacific 
passenger trains on a siding at Tor- 
tuga, a switching point 11 miles east 
of here, at 1:35 this morning. 


The sudden, unexp'ainable de- 


cision of a brakeman *o throw the 
siding switch was blamed by rail- 
road officials for the wreck. 


A split-second after the switch 


was thrown, the Argonaut, crack 
limited train Los Angeles-bound 
from New Orleans, roarpd dov. r. the 
track, swerved sharply 
onto the 


siding and plowed into its waiting 
sister train, the California, east- 
sound for Chicago. 


J. H. Dyer of San Francisco, a 


vice president of the Southern Pa- 
cific, and W. H. Kirkbride. chief 
engineer of the road, who were in 
;he wreck, aboard Dyer's private 
car, said the brakemsu. Eric L. 
Jacobson, apparently became con- 
fused as he saw the Argonaut ap- 
proaching, thought the switch was 
set wrongly, unlocked it and threw 
it. 


Jacobson, dazed and hysterical by 


the effect of his sudden decision, 
was unable to explain his action. 


Telephone and telegraph lines at 


the scene were torn out as the trains 
piled up and ripped away several 
hundred feet of track. All communi- 
cation was severed in several com- 
munities bordering the area. 


Officials said the wreckage would 


l>e cleared away late this after- 
noon, and service into Los Angeles 
resumed tonight. 


The Californian, with a full pas- 


senger list, left Los Ange'les at 8:05 
last night for Chicago. The Argon- 
aut was due here from New Or- 
leans at 7:30 a. m. It will arrive to- 
night, officials said. 


Two high officials of the South- 


ern Pacific, J. H. Dyer, vice presi- 
dent, and W. H. Kirkbride. chief 
engineer for the system, escaped in- 
jury. They were ridinc in a private 
:ar on the rear of the Argonaut. 
They immediately took charge of 
the situation.

None of the cars of the Argonaut 


left the rails, although its engine 
was overturned.

governments. 


"The attitude adopted makes pos- 


sible further diplomatic negotia- 
tions in the spirit of conciliation 
which the Czechoslovak govern- 
ment has always shown." 


An unofficial but informed source 


said the note "is acceptance in prin- 
ciple but makes a number of im- 
portant reservations." 


The note replied to communica- 


tions delivered Monday by the Brit- 
ish and French ministers, embody- 
ing the agreement reached by the 
premiers of Britain and France in 
London Sunday. 


London Report 


London dispatches said the pro- 


posals included cession of Czechos- 
lovakia's Sudeten areas to Gerr>any 
and other terms. 


The communique was issued as 


thousands of Czechoslovak troops 
were ordered on the alert in the 
Sudeten area to deal with incur- 
sions from across the German bor- 
der such as were reported earlier 
today.

vested only in the courts. 


The town of Grand Chute is con- 


testing a claim by Milwaukee coun- 
ty for S910. to reimburse the county 
for relief extended to a client be- 
tween 1933 to 1936 who allegedly 
had a legal settlement in the town 
of Grand Chute. The industrial com- 
mission upheld the claim of Mil- 
waukee county, and directed the 
secretary of state to collect 
it 


throuch a special tax provided by 
law. Circuit Judge Alvin C. Reis ol 
the Dane county circuit court heard 
the anpeal early this year and up- 
held the industrial commission. 


Judge Reis, 'o the 
townshio's 


about the unconstitutionality of the 
law which delegates power to settle 
such claims to the industrial com- 
mission, wrote that such argu- 
ment is 
more 
"prominent 
by 


its rejection than by its observance", 
and said that judicial activities by 
state commission?, including the in- 
dustrial commission, have frequent- 
ly been upheld by the courts. 


In its appeal to the state's highest 


court the town of Grand Chute cites 
cases to show that such relief dis- 
putes are judicial matters and must 
be tried in 
constitutional courts. 


Two branches of government cannot 
exercise the same powers, its attor- 
neys argued, and added that 
the 


question of legal settlement and 
pauperism is properly a jury ques- 
tion. 


The town of Grand Chute denies 


the legal settlement of the client in 
the dispute within its borders. Mil- 
waukee county claims the 
client 


had a legal settlement in the town 
by derivation from his father. 


The industrial commission, rep- 


resented by the attorney general, 
replies that municipalities cannot 
ouestion the constitutionality of a 
legislative enactment, that as crea- 
tures of the state they may not ques- 
tion the acts of their creator. More- 
over, the town surrendered its right 
to rai^e the question of unconstitu- 
tional ity when it agreed to take 
oart in the proceedings before the 
industrial commission, he said. 


The attorney general also claiTis 


that the right of a trial by jury, de- 
manded by the township, does not 
npnly to the present proceeding, and 
th?t the const-'tutionality of dele- 
gating iudicial functions to the state j 
industrial commission was decided! 
as long ago as 1911. when the state 
workmen's compensation act was 
attacked in the_courts, and upheld. 


The state court had under advise- 


ment also an appeal bv Emma Zahn 
from a judgment by the late Judge 
Fred BeglSnger. in Calumet county 
circuit court, for the foreclosure of 
a mortgage held by the State bank 
of Sherwood. The circuit court UD- 
held the bank's claim that $2,500 re- 
mains due on the mortgage, and that 
payments made by Mrs. Zahn were 
on other notes of indebtedness, and 
not on the mortgage.

Twenty years ago, some of us 


who had gone through the 1914-1918 
period and had attended the Paris 
peace conferences, where the Ver- 
sailles treaty and league of nations 
covenant were produced, thought 
the war 
to end war had hap- 


pened. Germany was believed van- 
quished. Ten million men had been 
killed and countless more had been 
wounded or maimed. Germany was 
weak and hungry. America was 
supplying the food and conducting 
relief on an extensive scale. 


If anything seemed certain in 


November, 1913, it was that Ger- 
many, in our life time, at least, 
would not be strong enough to 
menace the peace of the world. 
President Wilson realized that the 
provisions of the Versailles treaty 
had-in them the seeds of further 


' trouble, but he fervently prayed 
that the league of nations would act 
as an automatically 
continuing 


peace conference with power to re- 
vise boundaries and treaties. 


Desert League 


• Then America withdrew from the 
European concert and the nations 
abroad soon felt helpless to keep 
the concert of power alive. One by 
one, they tested the strength of the 
league and deserted it. From the 
moment of American withdrawal, 
the league was doomed. It was kept 
alive by the smaller nations who 
looked to it-for sustenance, but the 
return to the old system of balance 
of power and alliances became in- 
evitable. 


While the Versailles treaty pro- 
vided for self-determination of na- 
tions and gave birth to such coun- 
tries as Czechoslovakia, there was 
no- economic consideration given to 
the problems of the smaller or even 
the larger powers. Germany was 
asked to pay an impossible indem- 
nity and was kept in virtual sub- 
jection while patriotic zealots in 
her ranks constantly played on the 
emotions of the people and finally 
gave Hitlerism its basic justifica- 
tion internally. 


Secretary Hull, true to the Wil- 


son philosophy, has sought to break 
down trade barriers so that nations 
could expand commercially and re- 
lieve their domestic unemployment. 
His outcries against economic na- 
tionalism-have been scoffed at in- 
side the New Deal by the "self-suf- 
ficiency" crowd and outside by the 
conservative Republicans, with the 
criticism that America could go it 
alone irrespective of the rest of the 
world. 


France was the first to adopt ec- 


onomic nationalism in post-war 
days, and gradually England and 
Germany succumbed to the doc- 
trines of high protection and fur- 
ther restrictions on trade. Today,

"FEAR MONGERS" 


Mr. Roosevelt has brought forth a new 


expression entiled "Fear Mongers" which 
has been applied to those who do not 
smilingly swallow the castor oil and pare- 
goric he doses out for the body politic. 


It is a good expression, full of punch 


and'meaning. Whether it is justly appli- 
cable is quite another and different ques- 
tion. 


Only a short time ago our President 


motored into Maryland. He went over 
roads he'd never driven upon before and 
viewed\ territory his eyes had never seen. 
He urged the people publicy from more 
than jone rostrum to defeat Senator Ty- 
dings. Hastening home he sent-a written 
order to Mr. Ickes telling that worthy gen- 
tleman to approve with all speed two nice 
bridge projects for Maryland totaling nine 
million dollars. Mr. Roosevelt, it seems, 
had passed one spot upon the Potomac 
and another upon the Susquehanna where 
bridges had been suggested and thought 
it would be a fine thing to see them there. 
With his extensive experience as an en- 
' gineer on Quoddy, the Florida ship canal 
and the collapsed dams in Missouri and 
Nebraska, he overrode all practical oppo- 
sition of objecting engineers. It was said 
by some, perhaps careless people that the 
President merely did this to use the nine 
million to bribe the people of Maryland 
to vote his way. Others have been so 
wrought up over this and the much more 
extensive funds that were thrown into 
South Carolina, Georgia and Kentucky 
they have declared that the presidency has 
come down to the lowest point in its 
history. 


The President's defiant answer is that 


the only danger to the country arises from 
"Fear Mongers." 


In one sense the President is right but 


it is a sense which he probably didn't have 
in mind when he uttered the expression. 
This sense adds to the President's conduct 
in these states and this alleged misuse of 
public funds the fact that the people 
have declined to be purchased by their 
own funds. The entire campaign of Mr. 
Roosevelt, when viewed by the election 
returns, certainly should not stimulate fear 
but rather confidence that we are slowly 
but surely recovering not only from the 
depression but from the awful conglom- 
eration of medicines doped out to us by 
the Great Doctor. 


The Gallup, the most accurate and in- 


dependent survey yet made of election 
conditions, reports facts that indicate the 
probable defeat of Tydings in Maryland 
had the President kept out. A people may 
admire a man like Mr. Roosevelt without 
being so servile as to give him complete 
power.

LABOR AND THE PUBLIC 


Los Angeles has never been noted as a 


union town but the vote there recently 
on a picketing ordinance submitted to a 
referendum cannot be satisfactorily an- 
swered for that reason or by a mere shrug 
of the shoulders. 


Recognizing the inadequacy of the 


Wagner law and that it often caused dis- 
turbances in the labor world that a little 
foresight could have ironed out, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor itself sponsored 
a picketing ordinance which, however, 
was defeated by the people and instead 
there was adopted by a majority of nearly 
50,000 a contrary ordinance recommended 
by the Manufacturers' association provid- 
ing that all pickets must be employes of 
the firm against which the strike is di- 
rected, may be used only when there is a 
bona fide dispute, are limited to one at 
each entrance and must remain 25 foet 
apart. Stringent regulations and penal- 
ties deal with the use of abusive language 
or the employment of any form of coer- 
cion or intimidation. 


Labor must ask itself whether this is 


the pendulum that has started swinging 
the other way. Arc we to be so blind as 
to go from one extreme to another? That, 
of course, is a very well known rule that 
applies to human conduct when it is in- 
tentionally unfair; and the Wagner Act 
was intentionally unfair. 


It may be doubted however that the 


American people are going to move to any 
extreme concerning the rights of organized 
labor. That would be both futile and 
foolish. 


If we could all get our minds off elec- 


tions, candidates and speeches and view 
this matter by the lamp of justice we 
•would establish certain standards whose 
aim would be to keep men at work until 
it is certain that their inability to agree 
with the management cannot be cured; 
•that- when a strike is found necessary 
picketing shall not be reduced so that it 
loses all efficacy as a weapon since it is 
the only cudgel labor has; and that all 
runaway strikes, strikes without a secret 
vote or the short-circuiting of industry 
by sitdown or disgruntled groups must 
terminate. 


If the Republicans return shortly to 


power, as seems presently likely, their 
handling of this and other problems cre- 
ated by the Roosevelt administration of- 
fers them great opportunity not merely 
as a party and for party purposes but by 
breaking the log-jam that now floods the 
country with dispute and dissension they 
will secure the trust of the people as com- 
petent and just administrators, a judg- 
ment that is impossible, however, unless 
they abandon all extremes and attempt a 
little fairness.

Under 
it the President is at liberty to per- 
mit American ships to carry food 
and certain raw materials to war- 
ring nations. In event of war and 
an effective British blockade of 
German ports, would the President 
permit American

needed supplies into French and 
English ports? England already has 
made known publicly it hopes for 
revision of the neutrality act to 
make certain it can tap the Ameri- 
can market in rn emergency. 


Again, it is felt certain here that 


foreign offices are asking questions

American sentiment and in Ameri- 
can legislation..

Best exercise for weak feet is 


playing a game which necessitates

Stand with feet parallel and six 


or eight inches apart Slowly raise 
yourself up on your toes as high 
as you can, and then slowly lower 
yourself to the floor again.

request resulted in a 
resolution 


being put to the county board for 
a $10,000 appropriation. E. G. Son- 
nenberg, Menasha supervisor, led 
the fight for the station on the 
county board but the idea met de- 
feat 


Persons backing the movement 


hurriedly raised nearly $2,000 by 
popular stiscription and then made 
a new appeal to the board, asking 
for $5,000. This appeal was granted. 


With the reduced financial set- 


up, the 
preliminary 
equipment 


was necessarily cheaper .than the 
most desirable type, Searle declar- 
ed. Benefit dances were given to 
keep the program active and to 
provide salary for the station em- 
ployes. 


Now 88 Receiving Sets 


In 1937 Outagamie, Fond du Lac 


and Waupaca counties came into 
the setup on a prorated basis and 
a second-hand 400 watt transmitter 
was purchased. There are 88 re- 
ceiving units now, distributed in 
the four counties.

A statement of this type can hard- 
ly fail to bring me into the arena. 
It seems incredible that any expert 
(the 
columnist actually named the 


expert) could give such a fantas- 
tic opinion, and therefore my fu- 
ture remarks must be considered 
on an "if" basis. If said expert 
(with whose game I am intimately 
acquainted) actually said what he 
is quoted as having said, he is 
either losing his mind or has some 
peculiar, personal, or insidious mo- 
tive. Having played with the gen- 
tleman in question on countless oc- 
casions, and having watched his 
play over a period of years. I am 
able to state categorically that he 
would not personally bid two dia- 
monds under the conditions named. 
I have seen this expert respond 
first with one heart and later bid 
two diamonds on a holding such 
as:

Moreover, his partners allow for 
such a response when they play 
with him. It is inconceivable, then, 
that he would bid precisely the 
same on the hand quoted above, 
which unquestionably is worth a 
three diamond rebid.

Let the children, who are intend- 


ed for business courses, answer the 
advertisements 
in the magazines 


and newspapers. Let them write to 
ask for information, for goods, lit- 
erature, whatever interests them, 
and encourage them to follow up 
their correspondence and bring it 
to a successful end. 


When a child comes to you say- 


ing, "How shall I say this?" don't 
tell him to begin, "Having seen your 
advertisement—" That is a killing 
phrase. It is one of the blights that 
have destroyed good letters. Tell 
the youngster to ask this firm for 
what he wants and bring you the 
rough draft for correction. Correct 
the spelling: touch up the punctua- 
tion only if necessary. Periods at 
the ends of sentences. But do not 
change one word of the composi- 
tion. The more original it is the bet- 
ter. 


Check up the letter to make cer- 


tain that he has asked for what he 
wants, that he has given his name 


and address correctly. Let the rest 
alone. 


What business and mail order 


houses need are letters that make 
their point briefly, that give neces- 
sary information clearly, that leave 
a pleasant feeling behind them. 
They want letters that are packed 
with selling power, with persuasion. 
They need letters that incite a de- 
sire strong enough to induce action. 
Such letters cannot be written in 
set forms, worn words, routined 
style. They must come warm from 
the head and the heart of an origi- 
nal-minded writer. Many children 
have the necessary gift. Cultivate it 
while they are young. 


And, if you have a child who can- 


not learn to spell, or to use a type- 
writer, or to write a sentence that 
starts with a capital letter and ends 
with a period, filled with meaning 
in every word, don't send him to 
business school. There are too many 
of him there now.

Goethe at the age of 50 


The 
doctor 
who 
cared 
for 


Goethe knew something about the 
"alchemists" of the Middle Ages, 
and talked on the subject to his 
patient. 
The youth asked many 


questions, and obtained books to 
read. 
He 
learned 
of 
"black 


magic" 
which was supposed to 


bring wonderful events, such as 
turning iron into cold. 


Goethe also read legends telling 
a man named Dr. Faustus. This 


man, a magician, is believed to 
have really lived 450 years ago. 
After his death, his fame grew, and 
many persons said he had "sold 
his soul to the devil" to learn how 
to perform his magic! 


After growing well, Goethe did 


not at once begin to write his great 
play, but he kept thinking and 
dreaming about it while studying 
law. At the age of 22, he became 
a lawyer. He was a smart young 
man, and might have made an ex- 
cellent lawyer except for one thing 
—his heart was in writing, not in 
the law. 


Goethe did not invent much of 


the plot of his «»lay, but he took 
the old legends and put them to- 
gether in his own. way. With 
beautiful language, he told how a 
young student became 
tired 
of 


his studies and longed to obtain 
ppwer over the world about him. 
To this end, the student made a 
bargain with Satan, called Mephi- 
stopheles in the play. The hero 
was tauRht magic, and enjoyed 
power for a time, but then was 
carried away by Satan 
At the 


end, however, Faust got back his 
soul. 


Goethe seems to have begun the 


actual writing of "Faust"' when he 
was 25 years old. but he did not 
finish it until his 82nd birthday. 
seven months before his death. 
"Other plays, also poems, songs 
and novels were written by Goethe 
during his long and useful life. 
He ranks as the greatest German 
poet in history, and has been com- 
pared <o Shakespeare and Dante. 
One of his important novels is 
commonly known as "Werther,'* 
but its original title 
was "Ths 


Sufferings of Young Werther." In 
his young manhood. Goethe went 
through sufferings very much like 
those of the hero to the novel.

Madison—This may be hard to 


believe, but on the authority of 
the Wisconsin Education associa- 
tion which has looked into the mat- 
ter, the average Wisconsin voter 
has never set foot inside a high 
school as a student. 


The association, professional or- 


ganization 
of 
Wisconsin public 


school teachers, greeted the begin- 
ning of the new school term today 
with a recital of statistics gathered 
in a study this summer showing 
that nearly 59 per cent of Wiscon- 
sin's adults of today have had no 
formal schooling beyond the eighth 
grade, and, moreover, 2 per cent 
can neither read nor write. 


Further information presented by 


the association on the educational 
level of Wisconsin's voting popula- 
tion reveals that 18 per cent at- 
tended, but did not graduate from 
high school, one fifth of the state's 
adults have completed four years of 
high school, only one-third of the 
high school^ graduates continued 
their schooling at college, while a 
mere 3 per cent of the present state 
population hold college or univer- 
sity degrees. 


Predict Higher Percentage 


The association, commenting on 


the apparently low educational lev- 
el of 1938 Wisconsin voters, added 
that "we can reasonably expect an 
increasing understanding 
of civic 


problems and issues" because of 
the rising trend in school attend- 
ance. 


"If present educational trends

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1933 Arguments Against 30-Hour 


Work Week are as Good as Ever 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—President Green of the American Federation of Labor 


has announced that labor will renew its fight for a 30-hour week law in 
congress next winter. In view of continuing unemployment the A. F. of 
L'. believes such a restriction on working hours is necessary to spread 
employment, although the force of this argument woud be considerably 


weakened should industrial production rise rapidly 
during the next few months. 


This 30-hour week is an old objective of the A. F. 


of L. and is revived now when Green is anxious to 
have a talking point with which to recruit new union 
members and to dissipate the insinuations of his CIO 
enemies that he is more interested in joining with 
employers to beat down John Lewis than in improv- 
ing the conditions of labor. 


Soon after Roosevelt took office, the A. F. of L. 


drove the 30-hour week bill through the soiatc. It 
was sponsored by Supreme Court Justice Hugo 
Black, then a senator from Alabama. 


Not only did the bill pass the senate .but it was 


about to go through the house and the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration was alarmed lest the bill should put 


Raymond Clapper industry in a straightjacket. At this point the National 
Recovery act was hastily thrown into congress and was passed as a sub- 
stitute for the Black 30-hour-week bill. The big argument was that the 
NRA labor provisions were more flexible and would cause less disloca- 
tion than-an arbitrary 30-hour limit 


The same arguments that held against the bill in 1933 hold against it 
now, five years later. And there is 
even less justification for it in the 
opinion of manv in the administra- 
tion. • 
Wages, Hours Law Aims 
At 40-Hour Maximum 


Tuesday Evening, September 20,1938 


Most important of all, Roosevelt 


obtained the new wages and hours 
law which aims to scale down hours 
to 40 a week within the next two 
years. That, it is argued, provides 
ample safeguard against infliction of 
overlong hours upon unorganized 
workers. Union labor is already to a 
considerable degree on- a 40-hour 
week and the trend is generally that 
way. 


With this general level of hours 


now in process of being arrived at, 
a drastic cut on down to 30-hours, 
forced arbitrarily, would entail dif- 
ficult readjustment which is not 
necessary from the viewpoint of 
protection and is more in need of 
jobs than it is in danger of being 
overworked. 


While there will be 
found ex- 


tremists within the administration 
who believe that business can stand 
even tighter regulation, there is 
a good deal of opinion to the effect 
that in the wages and hours law, 
plus the Wagner act and the Walsh- , 
Healy act, the federal government 
has its hands ful}. More is to be 
gained by good administration of 


these measures than by piling an- 
other large complicating statute on 
top of them. 
• 


British Report Shows 
Cooperation Does The Work 


Government is only one party in 


labor relations and can do only so 
much. Much more effective action 
is obtained through cooperation be- 
tween employers and employes, as 
has been shown in the report 
to 


Roosevelt on British labor relations. 
This report, while .receiving little 
attention from the general public, 
has made a strong impression in 
Washington because it shows 
so 


clearly that it is possible for labor 
unions and groups of employers to 
work out their problems without 
bothering the government. It is not 
only possible but it is being done in 
England. The report says: "Violence 
on the part of workers, and provo- 
cative tactics on the part of em- 
ployers, have not for a long time 
played any significant part in in- 
dustrial disturbances." 


Employers there prefer to deal 


with organized employers. Progress 
in 
this, direction, rather 
than 


through a new 30-hour-week short 
cut, is desired by the more level- 
headed persons in the administra- 
tion.
